At a regular oieetini? of the Police Jury held at Xatehitoches, La , on Jan- 
uary 7th, 1901, at which meeting all members were pi-esent and voting, tlie 
following resolution was unanimously adopted : 

By iVIi*. Cloutier : Whereas there are so few digests of the laws of the 
Police Jury in existence, and wher as it is necessary that each member of 
the Police Jury, and that each Magistrate and Constable throughout the Par- 
ish should possesss a copy of the same ; And whereas a great many impor- 
tant laws have been enacted a'd change made since the publication of the 
last digest, therefore ; Be it resolved that S. H. Hill, i;lerk of the Police Ju- 
ry, be and he is hereby required to compile and publish a new and complete 
Digest of all the laws of the Police Jury of the I'arish of Natchitoches up to 
the date of publication, and submit same to the Distinct Atiomey for his ap- 
proval. 

Be it further resolved, that the said Clerk be allowed the sum of ^2oO 00 
to be'paid out of the contingent fund of the Parish when 100 copies of the 
said Dig* St is delivered to the President of the Police Jury. 

At the regular meeting held October 7th, 19Q1, the followinjj resolution was 
adopted : 

That the Clerk of the Police .Jury be requested to include in the digest 
of the laws of the parish, all laws and parts of law.-s enacted by the Police 
Jury since the i)a8sage ot" the ordiuanc • auihorizing the compilation of said 
Digest, and I hat the number be increased one hundred in number, making a 
total of 200 copies to be delivered to the Police Jury, and that the said 
Clerk be allowed the additional sum of One Hundred, Hollars. 

Be it further Ordained, That the ^aid Digest of parish laws, compiled by 
S. 1:1. Hill, (>lerk of said Police Jury be, aiid the sime is hereby adopted as a 
whole, and all laws of the narlsh not embodied in the said Digest be, and 
the same are hereby rei)ealed.

BUILDING AND IMPROVEMENT COMMITTEE. 

R. J, \V. Knott. E. A. Fonts, J, R Weaver, 
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Powers and I>uties of Police Jury. 

, Act No. 115 of Legislature of 1898. 

The Police Juries shall have the power to make all such regulations as 
they may deem expedient. 

First : For their own government. . 

Second : As to the proportion and direction, the making and repair- 
ing of the roads, bridges, causeways, dikes, levees, and other highways. 

Third : Clearing banks of rivers and na.ural drains ; for the clear- 
ing the banks o. the Mississippi river, and ail other navigable streams, 
and natural drains for the purpo^ of securing a free passage for lK>ats 
and other water craft and for logs and timber ; and they shiJl therefore 
likewise have power to make all such regulations as they may deem ex^, 
pedient and proper, to prevent the introduction into and propogation in 
all such streams and natural»drairi.8 of aouatic plants and all other veg 
etation which can in any manner impede -or obstruct navigation of boats 
or other water craft or the towing oif logs and timber ; as well as to 
prevent the passing from one stream to another (though one or both fo 
such streams be not navigable) of all such aquatic plants and vegita«^ion ; 
and they have likewise power to pass and make all such penal ordinan- 
ces as they may deem proper for the punishment by tine or imprison- 
ment or both, of all such nersons as may transgress against such regula- 
tions as said Police Jury may pass liy virtue of this paragraph. 

Fourth : As to the form and heighth of enclosures or fences whenever 
they may think proper to require the propriet(.rs to enclose the grounds- 

h'lUh : To pass all ordinances and regulations they may deem neces 
say in relation to marking, the sale, destruction of cattle in general, 
an<l especially of wild cattie wtiich are not mirkel ; and also ot horses 
and mufes ; and to tike any measures concerning the police of cattle in 
general, in all cases not provided for by law ; to fix the time in which 
cattle may be suffered to rove in the parishes of the State, where that 
custom prevails, so that such roving may not be detrimental to the crops ; 
to determine what animal shall not be suffered to rove, and in what 
cases they may lawfully be Killed. 

Sixth— To resnilate the police of taverns and houses of public enteitainment, 
and shops for the retailing ot liquor in their respective parishes ; and to im- 
pose whatever parish tax they may see fit on all keepers of billiard tables 
and grog shops, and on all hawkers, peddlers and trading boats. 

Seventh— To determine the quantum of^ues against all as shall trausgi*ess 
their regulations. 

Eight—To levy such taxes as they may judge necessary to defray the ex- 
penses of their resf ective parishes 

Ninth— Tlie police Juries of the State, (the parish of Orleans excepted) shall 
have the exclusive privilege of establishing ferries and toll bndges within their 
respective limits ; ot fixing the rates of ferriage and toll to be charged there- 
on, and of generally regulating the police of the' same. This privilege shall 
not extend to any ferries or bridges already established, until the expiration 
of their charter ; nor to any ferries or bridges within the control of munici- 
pal corporations ; and the siid police juries shall have the right to lease the 
terries within their respective parishes for any number of years, not to exceed 
five ; and the lesses of said ferries shall give bond and security annually, 
payable to the Pi-esident of the Police Jury, in such sum as may be required, 
for the faith! ul performance of their duties as public ferrymen.. 

Tenth— I'o appomt a Treasurer for the Parish. 

Eleventh — To appomt all officei^s necessary to cairy into execution the par- 
ish regulations, and to remove them from office. 

Twelftb^To provide for the support of the poor and necessitous within 
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their respective parish'^s by taxation or otherwise. 

Thtrteenth—To cause to be opened in any town, suberb or other piece di- 
vided into house lo*s, or when a point of land in the Misiissippi or other 
water course shall be divided among several proprietors, such ancient natu- 
ral drains as have been obstructed by the owners of the adjacent lands, and 
to prescribe the mode to be observed in that respect ; to cause any water 
coui*se which is not navigable to be filled up for the purpose of candying the 
public highways over the same ; provided that no injury be thereby occa- 
ssoned to the neighboring inhabitants ; and whenever an application made 
by more than twelve inhabitants of a town, suburb or other place divided 
into house lots or when a point of land on the Mississippi river or other 
water course ««haU be divided among sever*! proprietor.'*, it shall l»e found 
necessarv to dig one or more common drainins: diiche&. the said Jurie? 
shall nave the power to ordam that the said ditches be dug at the expense 
of the common owners of ihe lot'*, and that the expenses be borne bv a 
contribution among the owners, to be levied \n such manner as the Jury 
shall prev«cribe ; saving to in lividua's or per-^ons agijrieved ihe right of 
comolainine for the makinsor opening of such natural or artificial di-ain- 
ing* When unnecessa'-y or hurtful to ibein. 

Fourieeenth— To aaopt |8uch regulations as they mav think neces-arv 
to prevent and punish trespasses committed by hunters on enclosures or 
lands fenced in ; provided however that the floe«« imposed bv the said Po- 
lice Jury for such offenses, shall, In no case be less ihan $5.00, nor more 
than $50.00. 

Fifteenth — To g^an^ permission and to determine the rate of toll to be 
demanded by persons desiring to build a bridge, or make a turnpike road ; 
provided. That in no case whatever, the Police Jury shall grant the right 
of toll for more than ten vear^ 

Sixteenth— To enact ordinances and regulations not inconsistent with 
the laws and eonslllution of the United States, nor of this S'ate, to pro- 
tect their parishes against the Introduction of all and every kind of con- 
tagious or epidemical diseases. 

Seventeenth— To Fue any person for whose acc6unt levees, roads, etc,, 
may have been mrtde or repaired at the expense of the Parish, anu to ob- 
talfi the rembursement of s lid amount, by |)rivileare on the land subject 
to said works. 

Eighteenth— To appoint parish syndics, and overseers of roads and 
levees at any regular meeting, bv a majority of the votes present, and 
whether a quorum be in attendance or not. 

Nineteentti— To lease to the highest bidder for t lie shortest time, not 
exceeding ten years, anv tract of land within the llmiis of the Parish, 
given by the general governmtrt to the State for the use of Schools, and 
upon wiiich a levee shall be necessarv, as wt^ll for its own protection as 
that of the adjoining lands, from inundation; the only consideration of 
said lease to be making and keeping in repair the necessarv levee bv the 
lessee, for the whole term of his lease. 

DRAINAGE OF PUBLIC ROAD, ETC. 

Act No. 21, of the Legislature of 1896. 

That the Police Juries throughout the State of Louisiana, shall nave the 
risiht to dram the public roads of their lesiiectlve parishes by cutting 
ditches and canals where nece-isary. ovei and through private property; 
provided that said drains are opened, and provided they shall be located 
where least injurious to me owner of the propertv. 

UNLAWFUL FOR POLICE JURORS TO DRAW CERTAIN MONIES. ETC. 

Act 22 of the Legislature of 1898; 
Section 1. That it fchall be unlawful for anv Police Juror to draw 
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moncv from his Parl-Jh TrRa«ury, eltuer directly or Indireotly other than 
hi-* n^T rfif*in }in<i mlloijjc. 

Section 2. Th;«t no l'««lic«» 'luror s'lall be intf*Jvsted eith'»r directly or 
indirectly m any contrac^ the pavmont of vvhmh cones out of hi« Dar|j*h, 
nor sh.ill they be allow ni to aeil in their ».>ar"f.«h ptper. 

St'ction 3. Ihat Jiny Tollce Juror violafniir uny of the provision^* of thl* 
act shall be guilty of a mi8d«ni»*anor, an 1 iipin ronvieiion :8hall be linel 
not less than $50.00 nor m.'Te than $100.00, ani shall Ipso facto be removed 
from office. 

SUSPENSION OF OFFICERS. . 

Article 223, Constitution of the State of Loui-^iana, f f 1898. 

On the ri-cotnmen lation of the A-idltH*, or the Polh^e Jury of any Pfir- 
ish. the Governor mav .-UtJpend anv otfljer ch irged with rhe «V)lh'ctii)n or 
custody ot public funds, when m Jti rt^ar.^. 

KEGULATING SLAUGHTER HOUSES, ET::. 

Aitlcle 276, Uocsilturion of Stite of Loulsiann, (»f 1896. 

The police juries of the several parUlie.-' and th" constituted authorities 
of all incorporart»«i u'lunicipalitie.^i of the State, shall abine have the povv- 
er of n'gulatinjj the slaugteiing of cattle ani other live stock'within their 
respfcti ye limit**; provMei no monopoly or *^xclu-ive privileofe *ih a II ex- 
ist In this State, nor ^Ul•ll business be restricted to the land orhoui^esof 
any individual or corporation; provi<led, the ordinance!« rlesignatinsr the 
places for slaughtering snaH obtain the concurrent approval of the Board 
of Health or other sanitary organization. 

HAWKING AND PEDDLING. 

Act No. 128 of the Legislature of 1900, 

That all Police Jurie-? in the State of Louisiana a' e hereby authorized to 
pa=s and ena<!t laws and orJinauces regulating and defining the h iwkin^ and 
peddling on foot or ofcherwiHo in their i-ej^pective parishes; and said Police 
Juries are further au lionzed to enforce said laws and ordinance:* • by line or 
imprisonment. 

COMPENSATION OF POLICE JURORS, ETC. 

Act No. 40 of Legislature of 1900. 

That members of the Police Jury, shall be entitled to a compensation to 
be fixed by themselves, which shall not exceed Three Dollars per day and ten 
cents per mile going to an ' from the courthouses of their respective parishes 
for every d^y thev are actually employed in the service of their parish at the 
meetings -f the Police dury, t be paid oat of the fands of the several par- 
ishes on the warrant of the Pr sident, and no moi*e, this allowance and per 
diem mcludina: miltage ; piovided that ttie Police Jurors not be paid per diem 
for more than fifteen days in any one year except in painshes having a popu- 
lation in jexcess of 30,00), thirty thr>u3and, m which they may be paid per 
di6m-fornot more than 25 days in any one year. , 

TAXES, HOW LEVIED. 

Section 2744. of Revised Statutes. 

A vote of a majurity of all the members elect of police juries, shail be re- 
quired to levy any piii^h tax, or to make any appr >priation ; provided, that in 
levying parish taxes, the police juries shall lew a unifonn per centum on 
^very species of property trade or profession, on which the State assesses a 
tax. 
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Seoti'^n S74.5, ReTioed S)totatet. 

Th«* poii<*« juries of the several parishes of the State, before they shall 
fix or decide oo the amount of taxes to be as-^esi^ed for the current rear 
!iliaU cause to be made an estKn-ite exhittltlti!? the virions item^' of expend- 
Uure«; and shall cau?ie the stme to be pul)ll<^ht>d in the offi ial newspaoer 
of the parish, or in parishes where an official ne\v.«p;iper le not pnblished 
then by posting up written Htatements of said estimates In at least three of 
tlie most Dubiic places In such prirKhe-". at least thirty days before their 
meeting to fix and decide on the amount of taxes to be assessed as aforesaid, 

PUBLIC PRINTEB. 

Section 1. That at their first meeting on or after the 1st dayof Jnlfr 
1804, and annnally thereafter at their fir-t meeting in July, the Police Ju- 
nei« throus(hout this State are authorized, and it Bhall oe|their dutv to 
elect a parish printer for their respective parishes who shall be the owner 
or rt»p-»»seniative of some cstibishca newspaper published in the Parish, 
which ha^ bt'en in exlstenci^ for a period of one yt*ar next preceding the 
el^fction. 1 he person fiO selected shall ile6'irnat<9 a nt*W4naper publHhed 
In the parish, which paper shah be Icnown as the official journal of the 
parish, and he shall publish in suco new<ipaper all official proceedings of 
the police iurv, and all such notices as inav be required bv law to be pub- 
lished by the police jarv; provided, thnt this act shall not afiect anr con- 
tract now in existence, ani provided further th it upon expiration of any 
contract for p-insh printing now in existence the police jury shall elect a 
parish printer as provided for in this act, and D^-ovidedt fuither that this 
act shaP not applv to any Dari><h In which no newspaper is published. 

Section 2, That the parish printer shall be entitled to demand, and the 
police jury of each pari>>li shnll pay to him quirterly, for publishin«:alt 
matter req<iired to be published in the official journal of the parish, fifty 
cents p«*r square of 100 word^ for the fir^at insertion, and twenty-five 
i'ent% per square for each snbs'qttent ins**rtion, and for all job ivork execu- 
ted by him for the use of the PoUce Jury, he shall receive the lowest 
current rates, 

WARDS, JUSTICES OF THE PEACE AND ELECTION PRECINCTS. ' 

See Act 57 of the extra session of the Legislature of 1877, 
RUtH5 OF ORDER FORTHEOOVeKNMBNT OF THE POLICE JURY. 

Article 1. lliat the Jury shatl meet on the Ist Monday in January, April, 
July and October. 

Artlc'e 2. Whenever the Jury may deem it necessary, they may adjourn 
to any other day of ihe mo .th and t » a >y other h ur. And the President 
shall have the right to call an extra meeting of the body whenever he shall 
deem it oecess irv. 

Article 3. The sitthig of the Jurv shall be opened by the call of the roll, 
and reading of the pvoceedbi^s of 'the previous sitting. After the reading of 
the jouraal. the order of business shall be as follows ; 

Ist. The unfinished business of the preceding meeting. 

2nd. Beports from standing committees. 

3rd. Communications from the officers of the parish. 

4Ui. Reports from special committees. 

5th. Public roads. 

0th Paupers. 

7tlb. All other busin«iaa. 
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Ariticle 4, At the Ist rej^lar moettng of the Juiy viz : on the 1st Mon- 
day in January, there shall be elected a President, Clerk and Treasai-er, said 
officers to be elected in accordance with the State laws goveiiiing the elec- 
tion or officers. 

The l*i*esident shall have the power to fin** any member of 'he body or 
other pei*8on in the sum of live dollars for disoixierlv conduct, when Bohy'tdcj 
is in session and said iine shall not be remi ted unless by the consent of a 
majonty of the membew present. 

Vote • on all questious shall be viva voce, and the membei*s are hei-eby re- 
quir d to vote on all questions uuless excu^J by a majority of the members 
present. 

The members of the Police 'lury shiil be paid the sum of three dollars per 
day and 1.) cen s per mile for each mile they shall travel going to and from 
home. They shall dntw their salaries by warrant upon t!<e 'I rea surer to be 
issued by the clerk upon the voucher of said members, provided there is mon- 
ey in ihe treasury. 

It shall be the duty of the Police Jury at the regular January session ot 
each year to make a levy of Parish license for all associations, busihess firnls 
and corporations as require 1 by the law of the State as shown in Act So. 4, 
of the l..egislatur • of 1881, and articles 206 and 207 of the ( onstitution. 

It shall be the duty of the Polii?- Jurj at their .iuly meeting of each 
year to adopt a buJgvft o ail the expenses of th3 parish for th • fiscal year 
enJin;^ Julv 1st, with a per centum tax on all property of the pai'ish neces- 
sarv o pay and discharge all s i J ex.^ensei. They shall cause to be pub- 
lish d m the official journal lor 3 J days previous to the adoption of the said 
budget, an estimate of expenses for said fiscal year 

PRESIDENT OF THE POLICtI JURY, 

It shall be the duty ■ t the President of the Police Jury imaiealatelv after 
his election to appoint from among the membei'S of the Jury the following 
permanent committees, to-wit : 

A Committee on Fmance. 

A Committee on ('laims. 

A Committee on Improvements. 

The said commit' ees shall be composed of three members each and shall 
elect their own chairixan. 

It shatl be the duty of the Presi 'enr to obtain from the Treasurer a monh- 
ly statement showing: the amount of ci-edi of each fund or levy. But when 
an approved account is presented for payment he shall ^ve an order on i,he 
cierk of the Jury, requiring him to draw a wariant on the treasurer for the 
amount, which skid warrant he shall sign, provided here is money In the 
treasury, to the credit of the fund agai st which the warrint is drawh, Arid 
in no case shall he issue an oider on the clerk to draw a. warranty tinless 
th l*e is money in 'he tre sury to the credit of the fund against which the 
warrant is to be drawn. *, 

ihe President is h reby rcqahed to keep his office, to-wlt : the police juiy 
room in the Courthouse, n tlie city , of Natchitoches, i pen on Monday of 
•each and eveiy wee < for the transaction of business. 

The salary of the President shall be in addition to his mileage and per 
diem, the sum of ^'2 per aanum, payable quarterly on his own waiTant. 

The President shall vote on all questions before the Body and shall parti- 
cipate in all proceedings of the Jury as an ordinary member. 

It shall be the 'duty 'of the President to sell at public auction, at the door 
<«f the (.'our; house, all public f ernes for cash, to the highest bidder, on the 
1st Saturday in Noveml^er, of each year, except as othei'wise provided. Pos- 
session o be g veu on tlio 1st of January followihgj advertisement of said 
sale to be published in the o^^licial journal of the piiri^ for ten days. 
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CLERK OF THE POLICE JURY, 

The Clerk of the Police Jury is required to keep his office ooen to-wlt : 
The police jury room in the Coui-thoiise, on Monday of each and every week 
for the transaction of business. 

It shall be '■ is duty on the presentation of an order of the President of the 
Jury to that effect to draw a warrant on the parish treasurer for the amount, 
payable to the person and oit of the special fund the same is to be paid as 
speoitied in the President's order, and said order shall be his voucher for the 
warrant. 

It shall be his duty to affix margfinal notes on the minutes of the proceed- 
ings of the pohce jury of every i-esolution or act of the Jury explanatory of 
the object of said act or resolution. 

It shall be his duty to keep a record of all certificates of e trays for the in- 
spection of any person wishing to see the same, and he shall be entitled to 
one dollar for recording same, to be paid by the party making the estray. It 
shall be his duty to render a statement at every meeting, of monies collected 
by hira under the Estray Laws. 

*Tfiat the salary of the < "lerk of the Police Jury is hereby fixed at $250.00 
per annum, and as ex-officio Secretary of the Board of Health, it is hereby 
fixed at $100.00 per annum additional, payable quarterly on his own 
warrants.

TREASURER. 

The Treasurer shall keep but one general fund account, except for special 
levies. 

The Treasurer of the Parish of Natchitoches is required to furnish to the 
Tax collector of the parish a sufficient number of licenses for the parish: of 
all trades, professions and occupations whicli are taxed for license under ex- 
isting laws and shall op2n an account upon the books -of the- treasurer under 
headmg of "licence account" with the sai 1 Tax Collector of all licenses thus 
furnished. 

The said licence shall stipulate in figures and writing within the body of 
s^inae tue amount of license for which they are collectable with the trade, 
profession or occupation for which they are issued, and they shall . be num- 
bered serially for each trade, profession, or occupation, and the said license 
shall be signed by the President and attested as official by the Treas- 
urer. And the Tax Collector shall be required to receipt to the parish treas- 
urer for the amount of all such licenses thus issued 

He shall register all approved claims against the Parish, and no check shall 
be issued unless the claim is registered. 

The Treasurer is hereby authorized to provide the parish with such blank 
licanses requh-ed by the T«x i 'oliector and present bill of same for payment 
to this body 

The Treastirer is required to make monthly »epoi*t8 to the President of the 
Police Jury at each regular session sTiowiug how much has been paid into the 
treasury to credit of such levy including the two mill school tax, and how 
much is accredited to eac'i fund, and said report to be presented by the pres- 
ident of the Police Jury at each regular s -ssion. 

In no case shall the treasurer pay a warrant unless d ily signed by the pres- 
ident and clerk. 

That the Parish Treasurer be and he is hereby requested and directed to 
keep an account of different funds as levied by this Body. 
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Tbe Treasarer shall give bond immediately after his election with food, sot- 
rent security in the sum of Ave thousand doLars in favor of the Parish of 
Natchitoches for th3 laithf ul performance of his duties. The said bond to be 
accepted by the President of the pohce Jury. 

The salarv of the treasurer shall be fixed at four hundred dollars per an- 
num, oayable quarterly on his own waiTant, 

BONDS. 

That an monies collected on forfeited criminal bonds be paid into the trea- 
sury to the credit of the school fund of the parish. 

COHMITTEES. 

COMMITTEE ON FINANCE. 

It Shan be th«> duty of the co:nmittee on finaiice to examine the report of 
the treasurer wit'iin the first three days of each and every regular session of 
Uie police iory and report same to the Body. 

It shall be their duty to make a c mdensf'd and plain statement to the Body 
at its reirular July meetln;^ of the entire financial condition of the parish. 

They £aU further act upon any other matter referred to them by the Jury. 

COMMITTEE ON CLAIMS. 

It shall be the duty of tbe Committee on Claims to examine and aporove 
or r Ject, all claims as^ainst the parish of any nature whatsoever. It shall be 
Uie duty of 'he chairman of said committ e to endorse on the back ot each 
claim the rejection or amount allowed. And it shall be their duty to submit 
to the Jury a complete list ot ail claims allowed or rejected, which said re- 
ports shall be spread upon the minutes of the Juiy 

It shall also he the duty of the chairman to enter into a book kept for that 
purpoie a list of aU claims allowed, the amount of each claim with the date 
and name of party in whose favor ttie same appears. 

For winch the chairman shall receive tb<>sum of $25 per annum. 

COMMITEE ON IMPROVEMENTS. 

It shall be the duty of toe (yommittee on Improvements to inspect at least 
twice a year, all the property belonging to the parish, and report the c<Hidi- 
tion of same to th<^ Jury, and in case any work has been done or improve- 
ments made by order of the Jury, to inspect same and reject or approve same 
as they deem proper. 

CONSTABLES. 

Hereafter each member of the Police Jurv shall bo Aonsidered as a special 
consta^>le for his respective waixi. 

And it shall be his duty to serve or have served all papers of the Police Ju- 
ry pertaining to his ward that may be placed in his hands by the Police Jmy. 

And for said service he sh^ll be allowed the sum of $2 J.OO per annum. 

COURT HOUSE AND JAIL. 

The President of the PoUce Jury is authorized and required to take posses- 
sion of aU the rooms of the Court Housa not used by th(t Sheriff and « Herk 
of the Court, and it is hereby made his duty to see that the courr House fur- 
niture and fixtures are properly cared for and preserved, and he is further au- 
thorized to bring suit for any trespass committed on or da • age done to the 
Court House farnitur '. or fixtures. Said suit to be conducted in the name of 
the Police Jury of the Parish of Natchib»chea. 
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The Court House together with its chairs, benches and other furniture shall 
not be used for any other purpose than that which is legitimate inside of 
of the Court House building, except for religious or charitiible purpo-es or 
for public meetings ; and the sheriff of the Parish is hereby appointed keep- 
er of the < ^ouit House and furniture as above mentioned and he is hereby in- 
strucred and required to enforce this ordinance. 

The City of Natchitoch'S sh ill have use of ti.'e Parish Jail for the conSne- 
meut of delinquents, on their paying the usual jail fees. 

DISTRICT ATTORNEY. 

In pursuance of sections 4 and 5, Act No. 96. of the General Assembly of 
188:), the District Attorney is hereby required to adWse t>ie Police Jurors and 
Parish School Boards upon due application made and to represent them in all 
suits ; and he shall be allowed to receive a commission of five per cent on 
all amounts he may collect in any suit in favor of the Parish School Board, 
and the commission as now allowed on forfeited bonds. 

DEAD STOCK. 

Sec. That when anv stock of any kind shall die on or near any public 
road in this parish, the owner ot said stock is required to move thi* same to a 
distance of not less than one hundred yards from said road, and upon failure 
to do so after having knowledge of such death, he shall be lined in the sum 
of not less than one dollar nor more than two dollar . for each days' refusal 
or neglect, recovereble with cost of suit bef r; any court of competent jm*is- 
di tion. An ' should any person remove said stock after duly notifying the 
owner, said owner shallbe compelled to pay such person removiuij said stock 
the cost of such removal, provided said cost does not exceed three dollars, 
one-half of the fine to go to the person removing said stock, the remainder to 
go to the parish treasurer for the use of public education and the said amount 
shall be collectable as above set forth 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to carry or 
leave the carcass of any dead animal within the 303 yards of any private res- 
idence. 

Sec. 2. Any person or persons who shall violate this ordinance, shall be 

fuilty or a misdemeanor, and shall be fined not less thim $10 00 nor more than 
25 iM) and in default shall be imprisoned in the parish jail for not less than 10 
nor more than 25 days, at the niscre ion of competent courts. 

That it shall be unlawful for anv one to throw any dead stock of any kind 
in anv stream of this i)arish. Red river excepted, any one violating this ord- 
inance shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviciion before 
any court of competent ju isdiction shall suffer a flue not exceedmg ten dollars, 
or imprisonment, or both, at the discretion of such court. 

ESTRAY LAWS. 

Section 1. Any one taking up an cstray beast shall immediately take it be- 
fore a J istice of the Peice of the ward where the said beast is taken up, and 
have same appraised by two f reeholueis o'l oath conjointly with the Justice of 
the Peacet and it shall be the duty of said Justice to make out and deliver to 
the person miking tlieestray, a certificate of appraisement w-th the names of 
the appraisers, name of person makinu: the estray, his place of residence, with 
a jusr description of the beast or beasts, with the maris or brands it or they 
may have, and for which certificate he shall receive the usual fee of one dollar. 

Sec 2. It shall be the duty of the person taking up an estray beast to deliv- 
er the certificate received from the Justice of the I'eace to the clerk of ihe Po- 
lice Jury within ten days after its reception. 
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Sec. 3. No person shall be entitled to any compensation for keening an es- 
tray beast lie may take ui), and the estraycr shall be accountable to the owner 
for any abuse o said beast wliile in his possession, eoUestable bclore any court 
of competent jurisdiction. 

Sec- 4. The owner of any estrayed beast shall be entitled to redeam same 
any tin 3 within tliree mja'Jis fro n tho dit'i of recordation of certid.Mte by the 
clerk of the Police Jury, upon his making due proof before the Justice of the 
Peace making tlie e3triiy fh it th« beast is his, and upon paying to the person 
taking up the estray the cost of the certificate and recording and the advertis- 
mg fee with twelve and a half cents per mile from his place of residence to the 
clerk's ofiice. And it sliall be the duty of the clerk of the Jury to cancel the 
record of said estray upon the presentation of a certificate signed by the Jus- 
tice of the Peace be ora whon tho estray wa^ ra ide. And upon the failure of 
any person making suoh proof to present said certificate to the clerk of the 
Jury within thirty daysfroai the time same was made, he shall be liable to a 
fine of ten dollars, collectable before any court of co npetent jurisdiction upon 
the atfldavit of any person, one half to gn "o the general fund of the parish, the 
balance to the person making the atfi iavit. 

Sec. 5. That hereafter an estray shall be considei*ed ;»n annimal that has 
been in the immediate neighborht^ocl wheriB such estray is made at least 30 days ; 
provided, that sucTi estray shall be m ide only by an owner of real estate. 

Sec. 6. Whould no person (?laim an estray beast within three mouths from 
the record itioii of t le oertidc ite of estray, then t'i«> person taking up the es- 
iray, by paying to the clerk of the Police fury h ilf the amoujit of the apprais- 
m3n!:, siall be oaViderei o.va^.* of the said beast. The former owner shall be 
entitled only to the amount paid the elerk upon his making satisfactory proof, 
within three months after the money has been paid, that the beast was his. 

Sec. 7. Any person or persons estrayiug stock who shall fail at the expi- 
ration of the three montas to pay out said stock, shall be held liable for the 
full a mount o' the appraisement, recoverable by any citizen before the Jus- 
tice of the Peace makinfc the estr.iy, whose duty it shall be, on expiration 
of said time, to cite he party making the estray and render judgment ac 
cordingly, one half to go to the informer the oth r half to go to the cred 
it of the conti )geat fun 1 of the parish. 

Sec. 8. Any person taking up and estrayiug a beast as provided, shall cause 
the same to be advertised in a newspaper published in this parish for the term 
of one month ; providea, said advertisement shall not cost more than tliree dol- 
lars for each esiray. 

FERRIES. 

Section 1. That in order to give p irchasers of public ferries time to build 
necessary boats, etc., for crossing streams, all public ferries belonging to the 
Par sh of Natchlto 3hes shall hereafi;er be sold by the President of the Police 
Jury, for cash, on the first Saturdiy in ^ov -mber, of each year, for the tei-m 
of twelve months, beginning on the first of January of each year. See duties 
of President. 

QAMBLlNO. 

Any nersons or persons who shall play carls or gamble on any of the 
public roads or raih'oads of this palish shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and be liable to prosecution by indictment or information and upon 
due conviction be fore the District Court shall be fined in the sum of not ex- 
ceeding fl''ty dollars for each and every ofiense and in default of payment 
shall be iuprisoiel in the i arish jail for not more thau ten days, or both, . 
at t;t>e disere.tion of the comt. 
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GRAVES. 

All persons who bury the dead in this parish shall be i*eqaji*ed to make ex- 
cavations not less than flve^ feet deep. Any one violating the above shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and liable to prosecution by indictment o ■ information 
and a y person guilty of such violation upon c mviction before the District 
Court shall be fined not less than twenty-five nor more than fifty dollars or be 
imprisoned in the parish jail not moi'e than thiriy days, the fine to go to the 
general fund uf the pai ish. 

HOQS. 

That noliogs shall be allow.^d to run at large in that portion of ward one 
lyina: between Gane and Red rivers, ana on Old river front from the mouth of 
Bayou Pierre to the lower limits of Mrs. Fontenot's plantation above Grand 
Ecore, and in that portion of Ward 9 Iving between Old und Bed rivers, and 
all h)j^s rdiaiuj; at lar^e o I the river fronts of Red, (ane. Little and Old 
rivers not iu oludeti in the above d-asuribed limits, must have rin^s in th ir nose', 
or have the ccristle of their noses so cut as to prevent their rooting up the roads 
on said river or to land contiguous thereto. 

And it shall be the dutv of ihe eo stables of th • different wards when they 
shall see or b • notified that ho^s are running at large contrary to the provis- 
ious of th ' preceeding sections to have the same impounded and after po ting 
notice to tnat effect for at least three days, in three conspicuous places in the 
ward in which said hogs are impounded, to proceed to sell the same at public 
auction. The proceeds of sale shall be placed to the credit of the bridge fund 
of the ward, at a* paying the cost of impounding; provided, that in no case 
shall the co^»t of impounding be more than fi ty cents per head. 

Sec. 3. The owner o" any hogs so impouaded shall be alio veil to redeem the 
same at any time before the .ale, by paying the sum of one dollar for each hog 
imi>ounded 

Sec. 4. That the owner, his agent, employee or servant or any other per- 
son wio shall release, turn out, or take away any hog or hogs which may be 
impounded or taken up for the purpose of having the same impounded for run- 
ning at large in violation of any ordinance prohibiting or controlling the run- 
ning: at large of hogs in any ward of this parish without the consent of the 
Constable after hv^ has taken ponessi n, impouided or adver'iise.l su;jh hog or 
hogs or without ihe c nsent of the psrson taking the n up before the constable 
has bean n3l;ifi3i ani taken possession, shall be fined in the sum not to exceed 
ten dollars or imprisonment not exceeding flvo days, or both, at the discretion 
of the court. 

HORSE RACING. 

HORSE RACING PROHIBITED OX PUBLIC ROADS— PENALTY — DISPOSAL OF FINE. 

Hection 1 . Hereafter it shall be unlawful for any person or persons, wilfully 
or without Just cause, to run horses on any of the pub ic roads within the lim- 
ts of the parish o' Natchitoches. And any parson or persons violatif»g this 
ordinance, shall be iP^uilty of h misdemenor, and upon due conviction shall be 
fined in a su n of n t less than ten dollars nor more than twenty-five dollars, 
and in d fault of piyment, shall bo imprisonel in the parish jail for a period 
of no': less than three days n >r more than toa day?, on3 hilf of ihe finf3 to go 
to the informer, the other half to credit of the contingent fund uf the parish. 

MODE OF PROCEDURE. 

Sec. 2. The trial of this offence shall be before the District Court on in- 
formation or indictment presented bv the District Attorney or Grand Jury. 
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JAIL. 
See Court House and Jail. 

JUSTICE OF THE PEACE. 

It shall be the duty of the several Justices of the Peace to keep a book 
for the puqjose of dockHtm::^ ani eutermo: all prooee linj^s had before 
them Ine^trayiii^ sto ;\, to q.iUh- the :i iiue. of thf? person taking up the estray, 
t - give a descriptioa ot the esa* ly, the anaouiit of the appraisement, the name 
of the party who may claim said stock, the evidence ot claimant to be sign- 
ed by said claiman'^, together with the juigment in the premises, showing 
wliat disposition has been male of the stock ; which said bo k shall be open 
at all limes for inspection. 

LAWFUL FENCES AND UNLAWFUL STOCK. 

The following shall b3 considered as lawful fences tiiroughout this par- 
ish : In that portion of ^he parish lying between Old. Cane and Red riv- 
ers, in Witrds one and nine, a l»arbed wire fence of-tUree wires on the 
front, four wires on the back, of all'tields and reaching four and one half 
feet high shall b3 lawful, and four wire fence in all lanes in ward 4. 

In all other portions of the narish the following shall be lawful fences: 
A rail fence five feet high, a plank or board fence five feet high, a wire 
fence or combination of wire and plank shnll ba five feet high, and a fence 
of wire shall bo five feet h gh; provided, that the sp ice between the planks 
or rail and wire for the height of eighteen inches shall not be more than 
four inches wide. 

Sec. 2. That any stock which shall break through, jump over or throw 
down any lawful fence in this parish, shall be considered unlawful stock, 
and it shall be the duty of the constables throughout the parish to im- 
pound any such stoc'k upon the affidavit of any freeholder or lessee of 
any plantation, farm or pasture and proceed to sell same at public auc- 
tion after posting three notices in three conspicuous places for live days 
and he shall be allowed the sum of one dollar per head and cost of im- 
pounding, the balance of the proceeds to go to the owner of the stock. The 
owner shall have the right to redeem said stock by paying the cost of im- 
pounding; provided, same does not exceed fifty cents per head and payin« 
said freeholder for any damage he may have suffered by said stock The 
damages to be recoverable before any f'ourt of competent jurisdiction; 
provided, that said owner shall have been notified of the depredations 
of sai 1 stock by the party damaged, and he has failed to prevent further 
damage by the said stock. 

The lawfulness of the fence shall be considered at the place were it is 
broken. 

LINE AND CORNER TREES. 

lliat hereafter any person or persons who shall wilfully cut down and de- 
face any Ime tree or comer tree or post or shall throw down, pull up, or cut 
any corner post or stake on any surveyed line in this parish by which the 
jrights of any individual may be impaired shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and upon conviction before a Court of competent juiisdiction shall be 
fined in a sum of not less than twenty-five dollars or twenty days imprison- 
ment in the parish jail. 

One half of said line to go to the informer the other to go to the general 
fund of the parish. 
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PAUPBRb 

RESIDENCE. 

Section 1. Paupers shall be deemed to be residents of the parish, when 
residence has been acquired within the time and under the law prescribing the 
terms and condition thereof, 

WHO ARE DEEMED PAUPERS. 

Sec. 2. The parish will not deem those paupers, whose inability to sup- 
port themselves is brought about by their own acts of violence or intemper- 
ance. 

PERSONS HAVING RELATIVES NOT TO BE CONSIDERED PAUPERS. 

Sec. S« No person shall be deemed a pauper or entitled to relief as such 
whose relations, ascendant or descendant, upon whom the law imposes the 
responsibility or liability to support such relations, have means and property 
sufficient to enable them to support or keep above actual want such pauper 
relatives. 

NOT CONSIDERED PAUPERS WHEN. 

Sec. 4, No person shall' be deemed a pauper whose physical health and 
condition is such that he or she by proper exertions can earn a livelihood or 
maintain himself or herself with the actual re^uii'ements above want and 
physical suffering. * • 

PAUPERS— TO BE VERIFIED BY PHYSICIAN. 

Sec. 6. . No person rfiall be placed on the paupe^ list unless there is pre- 
sented a written application signed by said pauper and approved by the police 
juror of the wai-d in which he or she resides, accompanied by a certificate of 
two tax payers of said ward, setting forth the indigence land inability of such 
applicant to maintain himself or herself above actual want and that such indi-> 
gence or inability has arisen since the removal of said applicant to, and du»- 
ring his or her residence in said pansh, and said application shall, when practi* 
cable or reasonably can be verified by the parish physician or some physician 
of good standing in said ward, declaring that on examination of the appli- 
cant, he verily believes that such applicant is a proper subject to be placed on 
the pauper list under the terms and conditions set forth in this ordinance. 

PAUPERS TO RENEW APPLICATION EVERY SIX MONTHS. 

Sec. 7. Each and every pauper on the pauper list shall renew his or her 
application to the Police Jury every six months either personally or through 
the member of their wards such renewed application to be accompanied wUh 
the certificates herein required, and said pauper shall i^ot be continued on said 
list unless the Police Jury shall approve said renewed application. 

ALLO^f ANCE OF PAUPERS. 

Sec. 8. The allowance of oaupers under the ordinance shall be three dol- 
lars per month. 

CLERK REQUIRED TO KEEP LIST OP PAUPERS AND MAKE SEMI ANNUAL RE- 
PORT—CLERK TO DRAW CHECKS. 

Sec. 9. ITie Clerk of the Police Jury is hereby required and directed to 
keep a t^eparate list of the paupers of each ward and a s^arate account ~witi^ 
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the same, and shall make seml-annaal rejports to the Police Jury showing the 
namber of paup ^rs, the da^e of their being;^ placed ou the pauper list, and he 
shall draw cheeks for the amoont due them in pro rata shares. 

Secv 10. When a pauper die.^ the amount allowed for funeral expenses 
shall n'>i exceed six (loUai's, payable on an approved account of the committee 
op claims. 

(;ec. 1 1 . The Treasui^er is prohibited from paying anj amount due a pau- 
per to any third pei-son except upon written order of said pauper signed and 
attested. 

I^HYSICIAN. 

Be it resolved b^ the Police Jury of the Parish of Natchitoches, Ttiat article 
12 of the constitution of the State of Lou<«iana which makes the coroner of 
the parish ex-ollicio parish physician, be an 1 the same is hei'eby incorporated 
in these laws. 

Sec. 2. That his salary shall be f 100 per annum, payable quarterly, ou 
his own warrant. 

PUBLIC FERRIES. 

Section 1. The public ferries of this parish shall be sold for cash, to the 
hiichest bidder b^^ the president of ihe police jury on the 1st Saturday in Xo- 
Teml^er of cuch year, possession to be given on tlie Ist of Januarjr following; 
provided, that notice of sale of ferries be published for ten davs m the official 
journal of the parish. 

Sec. 2. Be it ordained that the feny across Cane river, at Natchitoches, is 
her<>by declared to be a public ferrv — and no one is or will be permitted to run 
or operate any other public feri'y within the distance of two miles above or 
below the limits of said city across said river. 

Sec. 3 And be it further enacted. That said ferry as herein establlFhed, 
with all tue rights and franchises hei'ein created and theieto belonging ara 
hereby transferred to the mayor »nd city coimcil of Natchitoches to be owned 
and leased bv them. 

Sec. 4. lie it further enacted. That from and aft r this date, it shall be un- 
lawful for any person or persons to have and operate any nublic ferry in th^ 
limits of this parish at other points than those granted by thn police jury and 
any person other than those who derive their autiiority from the pohce jury, 
who shall operate any public ferry shall be deeme I guilty of a misdemeanor 
and be liable to prosecution by information or indictment, and on conviction 
shall be liable to a fine ot not more than five hundred dollars or imprisonment 
in the parish jail for not more than thirty days or both at the discretion of the 
court

DUTIES Ob PUBLIC FERRYMEN. 

' Section 1. It sh ill be the duty of all public ferrymen to have good and 
substantial railing and aprons to their ferry flats. 

Sec 2. That any ferryman failing to comply with the preceding section 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and liable lo prosecution bv In- 
formation or indictment, and upon conviction shall be fined In a sum not ex^ 
ceeding one hundred dollars ; and in default of payment shall be impris- 
oned in the parish jail for not moi-e than sixty days, the fine shall be paid 
into the general fund of the parish 

.**'ec 3. Should any stock or vehicle be drowned or injured through the 
neglect or carelessness of the ferryman he shall upon conviction thei*eof be- 
fore any competent court pay to the owner of said stock or vehtcle three 
times the value of said stock or vehicle or other property. 

That it shall be the duty of every public f en-yman to place a guard across 
each end of their flats, to prevent the backing of animals. That upon their 
failui-e to do such, they shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion before a Court of competent iurisdiction shall be flned in the sum of 
$15 00, for each and every conviction. 

VOTING PRECINCTS. 

Be it ordamed by the Police Jury of the Parish of Natchitoches. 
That to conform to the requirements of ihe new election laws, the fol- 
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lowing voting precincts are hereby established in the several wards of th - 
Parish. 

WARD ONE.

.i' WARD TEN. 

Police Jury Ward ^o, 10 shall be diyided into 3 voting precincts, vi z: 

Precinct, No. 1 em^braces, all that part of ward ten lying north of a line 
down from Little R« ck.cli^rcl},, on the western boundary, running east across 
Cane river along the upper line^of the Antoine Marinovich home place to the 
Julien I )e8louches place oi\^Jtedj river; the box to be located at Cloutiei-ville. 

Precinct No. 2 shall embrace, all that portion of said ward 10, commencing 
on parish line on upper side of Asa Bebee's house, crossing T & P R'y, at the 
Spur, ninning down the lower line of Ross' place, thence on to upper limits 
of J. C» i alhoun's place on Red river, the box 'o be located at Chopin. 

Pi-ecthct No. 3 shall embrace all that part ol| said wai-d 10, lying south- 
east of lower line of precinct No. 2 : the box to be located at Marco. 

ROAD LAWS, POLICE JURY, PARISH OF NATCHITOCHES. 

. APPORTIONERS. 

Section i. That the police jury shall appoint at its regular January session 
of eacb^ye^r, three householders in each ward of the parish, subject to road 
duty whos^ duty it shall be to act as road apportioners for the term of one 
year, and whose jurisdiction as such shall be limited to the ward for which 
ihey are appointed, and of whi' h they must be residents. 

^'ec. 2. That the said road apportioners shall apporti-n the hands to road 
duty, twice ea: h year, to-wit : Within twenty days from the receipt of their 
commissions, and oa the first ^ of July thereafter, to the several road overseers 
of their respective roads, and such persons shall be subject to the orders and 
direction ot said overseers, and no other person shall be liable to road duty, 
except those whose names appear oil said lists. The lists so lurnished shall be 
attested by a majority of said apportioners. It shall be the duty of said ap- 
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portioners to make two reports to tho clerk of the police jary, viz : One re- 
port before each terai of tae gnmd jarjf of <^fi ;^ear ; said reports must set 
forth that they have apponloned all hands liable to road doty to tueir respec-r 
live districts according to law. That any road ai)portioner failing to comply 
with 'the foregoing oSinance, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. And 
the^lerk of this body shill report all road apportioners to the grand jury who 
f ail to> comply with the f ji-egolng ordinance. 

Sec. 3. That should the police jurX fail or ne^le jt to appcrtnt the n»ad ap- 
portioners as requiixxi by this ordinaice, >ec. 1, the appoitioners appointed 
for the year preceding shall hold tlieir otfiees till their successors are appomt- 
el and duly notided of their appointiuent. Any apportioner, road tracer and 
overseer duly appointed andnotirted, i-efusing to* act a^ such, or neglecting to 
discharge any of the duties prescribed in the pi*ocee«jling sections, slialT be 

rdlty ot a misdemeanor, an 1 on conviction be subject to a fine not t3 exceed 
ty dollars, or iniprisoamenc iu the oarish jail not to exceed twenty days, or 
both, at the di-cretion of the court. 

ROAD LAWS. 

Section 1. That Act No. 112, of the General Assembly of the State of Lou- 
• isiana, approved April 10th, 18ii0, be and the sanie is hereby in^^orpioriated in 
the police jury laws, to-wit : "It shall be the duty of the police jmies to di- 
vide their parish into as many districts as they may think pi'oper for the ap- 
pointment of overseers of roads, who are to smnmon all male persons ti-oth " 
the age of fifteen to fifty (except regularly ordained ministers of the gogpel, 
magistrates, constables, postmaster, physicians, apothecaries^,' road apportion- 
ers, keepers of public fences and their assistants, the teachers and students of 
public school,) to meet at such places and times, as to them the said overseers, 
shall seem convenint to work on the public roads ; and whosoever shall upon 
such summons, i-efuse or neglect to do and perform their id uty. shall forieit,- 
and pay the sum of two dollars per day for each person sio neglec)ting or in- 
fusing, to be recovered by judgment bef oi-e any Justice of the Peace of the 
parish, and paid by said .>ustiee of th'*. Ppace to the overseer, and by him to be 
expended in hiring other hands to work o - said roads, and in default of or re- 
fusal to pay such fine, uch persons sliall be confined in the parish prison un- 
til such fine is paid; provided, he shall not remain in prison lor more than 
five days. - 

Sec. 2. That any person liable to road duty a»id legallv summoned to 
perform lab >r on any pabli* roal in the paris i of N it<*hitoohes, as provi- 
ded bv existing laws, and shall refuse or neglect to do and perform such 
labor or any other duty required by liw, shall be fined in the sum of 
$i 00 per per day inv each day of s^ich neglect oc refusial to so work, and 
in detiult^ *h. ill be imprisjnel in the parisii j*il for not more thaa 5 days 

St*c. 3. That proceedings a^imst any person uader this ordimnce shall 
be by indictraeu' or info mation before tlje District C »urt.. . .. 

Sei*. 4. That 6 diy* prior to each sessi )n of the Crimitial Wm of'thp' 
District Court, each pi 'lie ro^id overseer shall 'u>nish the District Aljtar- . 
ney with the name of eu-h p rson violating this ordinance, togeth«>r,mth 
the name of two witnesses : and it shall be the duty of the Distrjct At- j 
tomey to forthv\ith file information agai> st such person. , - "; ;'' 

Sec, 5. That this ordinance shall not be construed as affectiiii: er^e^'. 
pealing in any manner the existing laws enf jrin^: civil penalties, bejfore 
Justices of the Peace for failure to perforin road dutv. 

Sec. 6. That each Police .fury Ward of this parish shall be aiji^ is he^by 
constituted a road district, and the said road district shall be and!, is hfieby 
numbered in accordance with its number as a Police Jury Waj^ ' All rda« 
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embraced in eacti of the s^yer^l, road districts of the parish, as hereby constl- 
iut«l, sl^iallbe lit^aib^l- ofnein each districts as designated by:number. 

OVER^IjEKS. 

Sea, 1. The overseers appointed by the PoWoe Jury shall seiTe for the term 
of one year; prov;ded, that no person shall be compelled to serve as a road 
overseer two yeais in succession. And if from.r Any cause a vacancv should 
occur duiing the year, the Pi-esident of the Police Jury is hereby empowei-ed 
to appoint an overseer to till such vacancy for the remainder of the term And 
shouM any person appomted in accordance with the provisions of this oi-din- 
ance,.refusf^ror fail, to act as such, he shall be guiltv of a misdemeanor. 

Sec- ± The notice of appointment to road overseers shall be made '<mt in 
the hands of the parish constab e for service; and the parish constable is 
hereby requiijed to serve said noi^cps by peisonnl or do uidle service on the 
overseers withm thirty days, from the time thev shaU have been placed in ids 
hands; provided, that should there bo no p rlsh constable, or the one elec^ted 
neglect, i-e use or fail to act, then the Prjesident of the of Police Jury is berebr 
authorized to »;ave said notices served in a manner he shall deem least ex- 
pensive to the parish. 

^ 8^c. 3. That on the failui*e of the clerk or constable to comply with the 
duties imposed on them in th" foregoing section 4, they shall forfeit arid pay 
the sum of twenty dollars each, to be deducted from their salaries and apDro- 
priated to the use of the public roads. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of all road overseers within thirty days after 
service of n )nce of their apL)oin(:m3at or assjoii thareaftxjr as they deem prop- 
er to give at least twelve hours wri ten or verbal notice to all persons subiect 
to road duty, to appear a such time and place a> the overseer may desiffuate 
for the puipose ot working the roads 

Sec, Bv That it shaU be the <iuty of the road overseers to call out all the 
hands on their list liable to road duty belonging to t ?eir i-espective roads and 
to cause them to work on said roads at least six days in the year and not 
morfs than ^en days. Tliev shall cause their respective road to be worked at 
least three days before the grand jury meets m the spring and three 
days befof^e the Grand; . Jury meets in the fall. It shall be the duty 
of each overseer to make out two reports, one before the first term of the 
grand jury, and one before the second lerm of the grand jury : each report 
must be sworn to by the overseer that said reports are true and correct. The 
repQit must set forth tiliat they have caused their roads to be worked at least 
three days befoi-e the grand jury n eets, and that they have called out all the 
hands on their list liable to road duty : that they have presented all the hands 
that failed to work; provided they did not have a lawful excuse, the length of 
his i;oad, number, number of han^s on his list, and condition of their roads 

Sec. 6. , That all the overseers of this pansh shall deliver or cause to be de- 
liveifed before each i-egular tei-m of the gi-and jury a report as described in the 
foregoing, onlinance, to the cl-rk of the police jury; provided, any ovei^ 
seer uiay seiid ^ written statement from the member of the police jury of his 
ward, that his road is in good condition, and does not require three days work 
on tiie samfi, as required of. the overseer. , 

Sec. 7. That it shall be the dury of the members of the police jm-y when 
theyuppoint overseers of the public, roads to name two pei^sons living on or 
near, each public road, to serye as witnesses in case the overseer is prosecuted 
to perfoiT^ his duty as overe* er. 

Soc 8 . That it shall be the duty of the clerk of the police jury to make 
out and keep a list of all the public roads, ovei'seers appointed on them, and 
witnesses on ea'^h respective road, and ne shall keep an account against each 
overseer, chargmg him with six days road service, and give each overseer 
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credit ^hen he receives tljelr reports, as required by law, and the clerk shall 
band said list of lOyi^rseers and roads to the l^lstriet Attorney before or at the 
meeting of the grand jnry, and if the clerk tail to hand said list of over- 
seei-s and roads sis rcq ired, with tme stalemeuts of delinqnents, over to the 
District Attorney, he shall «affcr a fine of fifty dollars to be taken from his 
salary. , ' • . 

S^. 9. That it shall bo the duty of jjli^ iMstrlct Attom^r to hand to the 
foreman of each grand jury, the list of delinquent overseers and shall call the 
attention of the jury to the delinquent overseers, and point out the law and 
penalties against overseers for neglect of duty, etc. 

Sec. 10. That it shall be the duty of the gnmd jury to present the over- 
seers who shall fail to perform their duty as overseei*s of public roads ti the 
district court. / 

Sec. II. That overseers of public roads, who comply with and perform 
all the duties required of them as overseers, shall be exempt from road ser- 
vice for one year. 

Sec. 12. That said overseers or their deputies, in summonhig the hands as 
aforesaid shall at the Siime time notify each hand what tool or instrument he 
shall be required to furnish with which to work the road 

Sec. 13. It shall be the duty of all road ovei'seers in this parish to keep 
their roads in^^ood condition during their term of semcc, by working the 
same at such tunes as they may deem most proper, or, on a written ap^tca- 
tion signed by thr e freeholders, residents otjhft waixls In which ttosiy are 
overseers. I. shall be the duty of the oyerseeiV to keep ali biidges and 
causeways in theh* respective. road ' districts in good repair at all times, and 
when from any cause, amy of Wid Widges" or causeways may be .destroy ied, 
to immediatehr assem')le their hJ^ids ana repa^^^^ he same. 

S c. 14. The overseers of pul)llc roads are hereby <iirected to have com- 
pletely cut and cleared all stumps and trees for the width of sixteen feet in 
the centre of the highways under heir care to rep<»ir and build all necessary 
bribes through swamps and over small runs, creeks, streams, and when bet- 
ter material cannot conveniently be had, said bridges are to be flooi*ed with 
split puncheons. 

Sec. 15 It shall be the duty of all overseers of roads immediately after 
they shall have called out their hands to work the roads to institute suit 
agains any party or parties i-efusine: or negle ting to work the road, be 'ore a 
Justice of the Peace in his ward, in his own name for the use of his road, 
designating the same by number, and when any fine is collected, the Justice 
of the Pe ice is hereby i-eqnired to pay the same over to the overseer of the 
said road, lind the said overseer U hereby i^equireJ to expend the same in 
working his road. That when suit has been instituted by an overseer against 
any person or persons for failing to perfonii road duty and it should be made 
to appear that said person or persons wern uot summoned accoi-dmg to law, 
the justice of the Peace shall give judgment, ag inst the road overoeer for all 
costs of suit, and all cases where the penalty shall be imprisonment, wheth- 
er for default of paying fine, or otherwise, Unn the ward cotistable shall 
convey the offj^nding party to the city of Natchitoches, and there deliver him 
into the hands of the sheriff to serve s ich time in prison as he may have been 
sentenced to seiTC bj' the aforesaid Justice. 

Sec. 16. No person shall be compelled to work on the public roads more 
than ten days during any one year, from Janu iry to January, nor shall any 
person be compelled to work the ro^ds during the yciir in. whichhe shall have 
been duly notitled to serve as a juror. 

Sec. 17. That in case where it shall be made to appear to the saisfaction 
of any road overseer, that any pei-son who has been duly notified, is unable 
to perform road duty, owing to sonie physical disability or other uncontrola- 
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ble caase, the said overseer shall have auth-^rity to excuse for the time be- 
ing, such person from worliing the road. Any person shall also be ex used 
from road duty who ^hall send an efficient substitute not liable to it>a J duty ; 
and furtlier, any person furnishing on the demand of the overseer, one wagon 
or oui' plow, t' am and plow, shall be excused from road duty for the time 
said wi^on or plow, team and plow, which shall be considered as equal to 
one hand, shall be in actual use. 

bee. 18. That where a person liable to road duty, works, eats or sleeps, 
shall be considered his residence. 

Sec. 19. Be it ordained, etc. That from and after this date it shall be the 
duty of the road overseers to have all the bridges built where such are neces- 
sary on their respective roads over any and all streams whei*e the average 
width of said stream does not exceed fifty feet. 

Sec. 20. It shall be the duty of all road overseers to place mile posts on 
his respective roads ; said ijosts to stait at beginning of road. 

Sec. 21. That the road overseers of this parish shall have the i-ight to 
add the names of anj^ person subject to road duty who may reside near hiS' 
road and not a tj portioned to any other road in his district; provided, such' 
person has not performed road duty i • his wai*d. 

Sec. 22. That anv of the persons mentioned in the various sections of the 
i*oad laws from one to twenty-three, who shall fail or refuse to do or perform 
any duty therein enjoined on them, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemean- 
or and liable to punishment by indictment or information, and on conviction 
s'aall be lined in a sum of not more than one hundred dollars or imprisonment 
in the narishjail for not more than thirty days, or both at the discre^ 
tionof the court. 

PUBLIC ROAD TRACERS. 

Sec. 23. That when it has been *made to appear that the police jury has 
appointed an overseer of a road, it shall be sufficient evidence that said ro^ ' 
is a public road. 

Sec. 24. That all roads to be hereafter opened and made, shall be laid out 
by a jury of freeholl^rs caasistin;^ of not less than five nenbeLM to b'^ a: - 
pointed by the police jury for the purpose. It s>iill be tli3 duty of ssaid jury 
of freeholders to trace and lay oat suoh road to the greatest advantagje of the 
inhabitants, and as little as may be possible to the prejudice of inelosures, 
and to assess such damage as any nerson may sustain. They shall subscribe 
to the followmg oath before any Justice of the Peace. 

OATH OF ROAD TRACERS. ; , 

I, , do solemnly swear that I will lay out the road now -directed to be - 

laid out by the police .jury of the parish of Natchitoches, to the greatest ease 
and advantage of the inhabitants and with as little prejudice to inclosures as 
may be, without favor or affection, malice or hatred, and to the best of my 
«klll and knowledge. So help pie Grod. Which said oath shall accompany ■• 
the report of the jury of freeholders. 

Sec. 25. It shall be lawful for any individual through whose land the po- 
lice jury shall cause a public road .to be laid out, to claim a just compensa- - 
tion thei-efor. 

Sec. 26. It shall be the duty of said jury of freeholders to make their re- - 
port in writing, after laying out any road, together with a statement of any 
damages assessed by them to anv individual through whose land the road 
may run, which damages shall be a parish chir^e and shall be paid by the 
tte^sorerof thej)arish; provided^ however, that said damages shall not ap- 
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pear to the polioe J1117 to be exoesstve. 

Sec. 27. Whenever auy individaal through who% laiKl a road laid oat as 
aforesaid shall pass, may be dissatisfied witu the decision of the freeholders, 
either as to the coarse tha road is to take, or as to the ditoazes to Uiok assesa- 
ed, he may have an appe 1 to the district court, provided, that he shall pro- 
ceed to prosecate the saiU3 within six months from the layiiig oat of said road 
or the assessment of said damages. 

Sec. 2i, All roads so laid oat shall be at least thh*ty feet wide ; and bridges 
and caoseway on the public roads shall be at least f oorteen feet wide and the 
earth necessary to mise or cover any oaaaeway, shrill be taken from each side 
<rf the road equally, so as to form a draia on each side. 

Sec. 29. Any person or persons who shall turn, alter or change any pub- 
lic road, or shall obstruot the free passage thereof, whether by the construe* 
tion of a gate or bars across the road, or by the felling of timber, or in anv 
oUier manner, shall be deea^^d guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon convic- 
tion, shall be tinei the sum of not lesd than tweaty-tive dollars, nor more 
than fifty dollars, or imprisoument for not less than ten days nor more than 
thirty days, or both, at tU3 discretion of the couri;; provide i, that nothing in 
this section shall be constructed so as to preveat road overseers from making 
necessary changes in the location of their roads wher<: such changes are ma^ 
teiial and required. 

Sec. 30. That any overseer in the parish may employ a hmd on his rea- 
p?ctiveroadto suji.nonor calloat the hands to wjrk silme; provided, the 
overseer docs not ex;3mpt the hand so employed to cite hands more than two 
davs each from working. 

That there shall be a width o' not less than forty feet between the banks 
and the fences encloshig the fields of farms, or plantations in the parish for 
the purpose of highway and travel in tlie said parish. 

That the proprietors or occupants of said farms or plantations xve hereby 
required to comply strictly with this ordinance, and persons having less than 
the lawful width of highway in front or rear o: his or her pre.nises, as hereby 
established, shall be immediately notified, either in writing or verbally, by the 
overseer of the road, to remote said fences so as to comply with this ordi- 
nance, and upon failure so to do within three days after such notice, such 
person shall be subject to a fiUie of one huadred dollai'S, recoverable before 
any court of competent jurisdiction to be instituted by the district attorney, 
upon the request of any citizen of the parish. 

Be it resolved, etc.. That all overseers of roads throughout the parish, 
whenever it shall be rep arted to them, or from heir own knowledge, that 
there is any telegraph wires djwa, shall be required to im n3dtately detail 
hands to re no ve the sam 3 fro n the road. Aa overseer faillnj^ to comply 
with this resolution shall be sabjest to a fia3 o^ not less than dve dollars, nor 
more twenty dollars recoverable before a magistrate of his ward. 

SHI^EP DOQS. 

It shall be unlawful for any person to keep, have or possess in this parish 
any dog which has been known to have killed, mai n3 1 or in auy m laaer in- 
jured any sheep or lamb, and upon eonvietioa thereof he shall be fined five 
dollars or imprisoned in the parish jail for not mora than five days nor less 
thim three days. 

And it shall be the duty of the constable upon due proof of the eidstenee 
of such a dog or dogs to Immediately destroy same. 

STALUONS AND JACKS. 

That all stallions, stud colts, stud mules and jacks from the age of two 
years or upwiards are prohibited from running at large within the limits 1^ 
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this parish, and shall be subject to be taken np by any citizen of this pariedi 
and delivered to the constable of his respective ward, and it shall be the duty 
of the constable to post in two conspicuoas places notice for five days notify- 
ing the owner to come forward and claim property or same will he sold at 
public auction. 

Section 1. The owner of such property shall have the right to redeem same 
upon the payment of five dollars, one half to go to the person taki^ up said 
stock, the remainder to sro to tho constable. 

Sec. 2. Should the same stoc^ be found running at large the second thne, 
any citizen shall have the right to take up the same and deUver to the constat 
ble whose duiy it shall then be to castrate same. 

TAX ASSESSOR. 

Sec. 1. The tax assessor shall furnish annually two parish assessment rolls 
one for the use of Uie tax collector and one for the use of the parish treasurer. 

Sec. 2. All state laws affecting the tax assessors are hereby incorporated 
into and made a part of these laws. 

Tax collector. 

Section 1. The tax collector his hereby required to make a full settlement 
with the parish treasurer on or before the tenth of each month during the 
year, and upon failure of same he shall be subject to a fine of not less than 
twenty-five dollars nor more than fifty dollars. 

Sec. 1. That all outgoing tax collectors shall before they receive their qui- 
etus or final discharge file with the parish treasurer a list of all delinquent tax 
payers who have not paid their taxei or licenses, with the names of each de- 
linquent and the amount of taxes and licenses assessed against each, and that 
the oath of said collector shall be the same as I'equired by the state. 

Sec. 3. Any tax collector failing to comply with the provisions of the 
above sections shall suffer a fine in the sum of not less than five hundred dol- 
lars nor more than one thousand dollars recoverable before any court of 
comx)etent jurisdisdiction. 

Sec. 4. In each settlement of the collector with the treasurer as required 
above, the said collector shall repoit the number of and amount of hcenseii 
for the parish sold with the amount unsold and shall pay over to the said trea- 
surer all monies or money collected for all licenses so sold. 

TELEGRAPH TREES. 

Section 1. That all trees throughout the limits of the parish, on which 
telegraph wire are hanging, be and the same are hei*eby declared and made 
exempt, and it shall be unlawful for any person to destroy same. 

Sec. 2. Any person destroying a telegraph tree shall be gailty of a misde- 
meanor and liable to prosecution by indictment or information, and upon con- 
viction thereof shall be fined In the sum of not moi-e than one hundred dollars, 
and in default of payment to be imprisoned in the parish jail for a period of 
not more than twenty days, and all monies collected under this ordinance 
shall go to the general fund of the parish. 

TOLL BRIDOES, 

The Police Jury shall have the right to grant to any person residing in this 
parish the privilege of putting up and opei-ating a Toll Bridge across any 
stream— fixing the length of time for said operation and the amount of toll to 
be chaxged, with the penalties, etc., etc. 
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TRBSSPAS5IN(L 

Sec. 1. That any person or perflons passing through the testes or bars 
of anv plantation or private enclosure an«I leaWa;^ the same open, or pul- 
ling down the fence around anv plantation or enclosure, within the limits 
of this parish, »>hal I l>e deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and poncon- 
Tictton *hall be finei In the «um of Ten I>.>llars, recoverable before any 
Court of coiiipetenr jurisdioti *n. Said tine to be paid to the Informer^ and 
in default of payment such offender s'lali l>e impisoned for not le^sthan 
five days, nor more than ten days In the parish jail. 

CLERK DISTRICT COURT. 

That in accordance with Act 37, of the Oeneral Assembly of 1890, the 
Clerk of tne District Court will provide the necessary bl-ink juror atid 
witness certiti<Mites for the u<)e of his office ia criminal cases, and present 
the bill to this body for payment 

And be it further ordained, th it for each certiA *ate issued to which the 
teal of the District Court* snail be affixed, he shall receive the sum ol 25 
€ent8« 

.*iu WITNESSES. 

That in pursuance to i^.Ko. 15, of the General Assembly of 1895, the 
mileage and per diem of wlines<»'s on final trial before the District Courf,- 
is fixed as folio w.<< : J All witnesses residinj^ in the Parish of Xatchite- 
ches shall receive one dollar per day, and 5 cents per mile for each mile 
actually traveled in going to and returning from court. (8ee page 1.) 

RAILROADS. 

Sec. 1. ; That all Railway lines traversing or running through this par- 
ish, are-hereby required to keep in good order and f>afe co idltloa all pub 
lie roads that may cross tbe right of way of said railway lines at the point 
of cro!>sing. 

And said Railway lines are further requlrci to keep in good order and 
safe condition, all crossings, and their roa-ib^d. wherever i*ny public road 
in this parish mav cross the road bed of said railway llneei. 

Sec. 2. Thttsuch crossings over tbe road be I of anv railway line i^hill 
be graded by the railway t^o a-* 't'»T)e not hij^her than the pr »por.ion of one 
and a half feet grade or rise in every ten feet in length of the crossing 
and approach to said crossing. 

See. 3. That the various railway lines 8 tall, withm ten days after tbe 
promulgation of thii^ ordinance, proceed to irrad*^, and tix all such cross- 
ings over their respective .ine in conformitv with the grade as herein es- 
tablished. . 

Sec. 4. That should the various railways in this parish, refuse or neg- 
lect to comply with the terms and requirements of this ordinance or 
shall fail or neglect to keep such crossing in gooi order ani safe condi- 
tion, the railway so falling or n-glectlng shall piy or forfelr to ch parUh 
the sum of 975 00 for each crossing so neglected to be graded or kept in 
good and safe condition. 

Sec. 6. That the same shall be reeoverable by suit in any Court of eom- 

f>etent jurisdiction to be brought in the name of the President of the Po- 
ice Jury through the District Attrrney, and any fine so collected shall be 
used In the grading or repair of said crossing. 
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BRIDQE COnMITTBE. 

Seel. That a bridge eoraraission of two citizens besides I he member 
from each ward, be appointed by the member from the resoect«ve ward 
whose duty it shall be to attend to have built and repaired all bridges in 
ench ward. 

Sec. 2. That no bridges shall be built, except under a written con- 
tract between the said commission and the party employed, duly sane* 
tloned by the ovi*rseer from the ward. A copy of said contract to be filed 
with the Clerk of the Polit;e Jury, who shall record same, and no monies 
shall be paid except on the ordei of said commission endorsed by mem- 
ber. 

That members of Bridge Commission of each ward be 'exempt from 
road duty. 

PARlbH CONVICTS, 

Section 1. That hereafter all prisoners who may be sentenced by the com- 
petent courts of this parish and state, to serve a sentence by imprisonment in 
the parish jail, and such prisoner or prisonei*s shall be willing of his own free 
will and accord, to perfonn manual labor, upon any of the public roads, or 
levees, or streets, or public buildings and improvements of public works, in- 
side or outside of the pirish prison, then and in tiiat case, the criminal sheiff 
of this parish shall set such prisoner or prisoners to work, at 8u<fli work as 
shall be hereafter determined by this body ; provided, that such prisoner < shall 
be under the control and management, while engaged in such work, of the 
sheriff or his lawful deputy. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted. That any prisoner or prisoners who shall 
consent to work on the public works of the parish under the provisions of Act 
No. 121 of 1888, and shall go on such public works and render faithful and 
efficient service, for one day, composed of ten hom*s, shall hav3 his soaten3<5 
reduced in proportion to the time Tor which he shall render such faithful and 
efficient service, that is to say, for each day he shall work, he shall be entitled 
to a credit of two days on his sentence. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted. That from and after this date, all persons, 
who may be sentenced for crimes not necessarily punishable in the peniten- 
tiary, may be sentenced by the judge to work on the public works of this par- 
' ish; said prisoner while engaged in such work, to be in charge of the sheriff of 
the parish as hereinabove providod. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted. That any person who shall break custody 
while engaged in working on the public work of this parish shall be consid- 
ered as havmg forfeited his consent to work on the public works of the parish, 
and shall be compelled to serve out his entire alternative sentence, whatever 
such alternative sentence may be. 

Sec 5. Be it further enacted. That any responsible person or pei*sons may 
apply to the sheriff and take qherge of any prisoner or prisoners, so sentenced 
to work on the public works of the parish ; provided, snch i-esjx^nsible party 
shall give to the sheriff his receipt for such prisoner, and shall give his written 
guarantee to feed sucn prisoner and have him to work out his time on tho pub- 
lic works of the parish ; said prisoner to be no expense to the parish while en- 
gaged in working 5ut such sentence. 

S3C.6 Be it further enacted. That any reliable person who shall give 
his receipt for any prisoner and give his written guarantee to have such pris- 
oner to work out his time on the public works of the parish shall be considered 
for the purpose of superintending such prisoner while at work as the legal re- 
presentative of the sheriff, and he, the sheriff, is hereby relieved f I'om respns- 
ibility in the premises. 
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Sec. 1. That when the parish works her convlct«i on public works of 
the parish, that the sum of $3 00 per day, or so much tuer-of as may be 
necessary, is hereby approprlmed, lo have a guard t » take charge of same. 

Sec. 2. T«iat when the convicts aie wirked in any ward except ward 
1. the sum of S6c. per day for each convict is hereby appropria ed to pay 
for their board. 

Sec. 3. That when any convict escapes from cistoiy, the President is 
hereby authorized to pay a reward of $7 50 fur their return to ihe parish 
site. 

Be it resolved by the Police Jury, ihat in order to put in operation Act 
No. 29. of the Legislature of 1894, the following rules and regulations 
are enacted^ 

Be it further resolved. That the followmu: members of the police jury 
are hereby appointed for a period of one year from this date, to enter 
Into contracts with persons desiring to hirt* or lease convicts, viz : the 
preaidect of this body, 



Said committee shall receive a compensation for their services as such, 
Ihe sum of one dollar per day, and 10c per mile, for each mile necessari- 
ly traveled by them in attending the duties Sriid committee shnll meet 
once a week during ihe session of e-ich criminal term of the court for the 
purpose of leasing sunh convict"! as mav have bee » sentenced, and at suith 
other times as mav be necessary; any two of said committee shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Be it further resolved, that said committee shall have authority at their 
option to deman<l.ttie |)rice of the lea-je of any convict leased in cash, or 
the bond of the leasee for such price to be paid within three months from 
the date of same. 

Be it further resolved, that all bonds t iken and accepted by faid C3m- 
mittee shall be secured by two good and solvent person^ living in the 
pari-h. Such bond shall incln !e a confession of juda:inent by alllhe pir- 
ties thereto, and the ^ame shall become exigible the date it fall due. 
Such bond s'»all also include 20 per cent atty's fec»s in event of salt there- 
on, and the District Attorney is directed to enforce payment of same, by 
suit. Whenever a bond is taken thw fommittee shall at once deliver sum** 
to the Parish Treasurer for safe keepino:. 

Be it further resolved, T.iat thn wages of first-cliss convicts leased or 
hired, is hereby tixed at not less than jbi5 00 pyr month nor more than 
^15 00 per montti, and the committee is hereby directed to obtain for the 
servic«» of such conviet the highest price therefor betw^^en said limits. 
The wages of second class convicts leased or hired is hereby lix 'd at not 
less than ^2 00 per immth nor more than $10 0) per month; and paid 
committee is directed to obtain for the servicers of such convict the highest 
price therefor between said limits. 

Be it further resolved, that every person who hires a convict shall fur- 
nish him with sufficient wholesome food, and with proper cloihino", bed- 
ding, medicine and medical attention when sick. He shall treat the con- 
vict humanely and only use such dicipline as may be necessar? to secure 
his diligent labor for not exceeding 10 hours a day, and prevent his es- 
cape. • 

Be it further resolved, that all contracrs for the hire of convicts shall 
be entered into with reference to Ihe provision of Act 29 of 1894. and the 
provisions of said act are hereby made pait of all contracts entered into. 

Be it further resolved. That the President of this Body is auihorized to 
have a sufficient number of blank contracts and bonds printed for the use 
of said committee. 
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RIDING OR DRIVING OVER BRIDGES. 

Sec. 1. It shall be ualawful for any person or person-? to ride or tlriv® 
over any of rhe bridges or this parish, (Iron or wooden) at a moie rapid 
£:ate than a wallc. 

See, . 2. That any person or persons violatinc: the provisions of this or- 
dinance shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction by a court 
of competent jurisdirtion, shall be fined in tlie sum of not more than 
#25 00, and in default of pnyment of said tine, shall be imprisonea in the 
parish jail, not more than 10 days, or both, at the discretion of the Court 

JANITOR &c, 

That ;i Commitree composed of the President and District Attorney nre 
hereby autuoriztd to talve «'hjtri4e of the Court House, and set' that the 
buildinir, yard and furniture of same is kei>t in good condition, nnd to 
that end the said tommirtee is here'ty jsuthorized «nd directed to employ 
a suitable person us Janitor, to attend said building daily, .ind to uttend 
to the Clo«k, and to attend at all times to said building. That said com- 
niiitee are autl orlzed to pay faid Janitor, not ixccedlrg $16 00 per 
m<nth for his service.-, and said wages to be paid monthly, on the waid 
rant of said Commits e, and the sum of $180 CO is hereby set aside ^nd 
appropriated annually to pay said expen?efi. 

NO FENCE LAW, WARD 4. 

Sec. 1 That all the front fences along the plantations between Willow 
and St Maurice, be sibolished, and a c«intlMU0U3 lawful back fenoe be all 
that is netessray, with gat^ s at the public roads, same to be kept up by 
owners of land upon which tne gates are situated. 

Sec. 2. A'ld It shall be utilawful for any stock t«> run at large within 
the described limits. 

Sec. 1. That no fence law in Ward 4 be extended from the Valery De- 
bli^ux lane on Red river, to the town of Campte, La.; Provided, ttiat all 
the requirements contaii.ed in the *'i o fence lav\" be and the same are 
hereby specially made a part of this amendment. 

LEASE OF LOT TO CITY. 

That the President be and he is hereby authorized to lease and rent to 
the City of Natohiro.ihef* for a period of 99 years, that certain lot of ground 
belonjring to the Parish of Natchitoches adjoining the public school house 
in the City of Natchitoches for the sum ot $5.00 per aonum, payable an- 
nually, on July 1. 1807, and every vear thereafter. 

Sec, 2. Provided th*it same sliall not be used for other purposes then 
for the erection of a waterwork tower or waterworks to be erected by the 
City of Natchitoches. 

SALARY BOARD OF HEALTH. 

Section 1. Thai the members of the Board of Health of the parish of 
Natchit'jches be allowed the sum of $3 00 per diem and 10c. mileage actu- 
tuallv traveled in attending each meeting held by tlie said Board of Health ; 
i^rovided. that said Board of Health are to be^ paid for not more than one 
day at each meeting. 
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CATTLE PENS, 

Section 1. Be it ordained, That the c:ittlc pens now located at or near 
the Givanovfch Oil Mill be and same are hereby d eclared a nuisance and 
injurious to the public health and comfort and s aid nuisance is ordered 
abated and the pens removed. 

Sec. 2. That hereafter it sball be unlawfnl for any person, firm or cor- 
poration to establish cattle pens or to pen cattle for the purpose i»f feed- 
ing and fattening for market or for sale within one mile of the State Nor- 
mal School buildings. 

Sec. 3. That any person violating the provisions of this ordinani.*e upon 
conviction {before a court of compecent jurisdiction shall ue tinted in the 
sum of $100.00 or imprisonment in the parish jail not exceeding 60 days, 
or both, at the discretion of the court 

COLLATIONS. 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful to have or hold what are common- 
ly known as collations. 

Hec. 2. Tbat any person^or persons who shall ^ive or hold what is com- 
monly known as a collation sball be giiiity oi h niihdcn rar*or i rd ii| en 
conviction chal! be lined in a sum of not less than $10.00 or more than 
$25.00 or imprisonment in the parish jaii not less tban 5 days or more than 
10 days, or both, at the disoreti »n of the court. 

Sec. 3. That all person at or participating at su>;h a collation shall be 
deemed a^ principal and shall be punished a^ provided in saciiou 2 of this . 
ordinance. 

SECOND HAND GOODS. 

Sec. 1. That it shull be unlawful for any person to import into this 
parish or keeo for sale aav se ^o id haad cotion or \v3aLj i ;^> > U or clotJi- 
ing of Hny kind or character whatsoever that has been previously worn by 
any person wiiomsoever. 

Sec. 2. That the Coroner of this parish and the President of this body 
are hereby constituted a committee wtth full power and a ithority to en- 
force this ordinance and to examine into all suspicious good or clothing 
herebv prohibited from iiuportation, with full power and authority to 
seize any and all such ifoods and clothing and us3 su tb measures as will 
effectually carry out the pruvisims of se tion 1; committee is he»eby vest- 
ed with full authority t » a^opt such rules and regulations as miy be ne- 
cessarv to carry out the provisions of this <» dinmce. All expenses at- 
tending the enforcement of this ordinance shall be borne by the person or 
persons violating: it. 

Sec. 3. Any person violating sec'ionl of this ordinanos or violating 
any rule or regulations adopted ov the conmittee here constituted j^hall 
be fined in a sum not exceeding $100.00 or imprisonment not exceeding 
40 days, or both, at tnc discretion of the court- 

HOQ LAW, WARDS THREti AND FOUR. 

Section 1. That hogs be nllowed to run at large in Wards three and 
four, on the back of plantations, only along Ked River, f ro ii the m>uth of 
Bayou Pierre up Red River to Timon's (Breazeale idantation) and there 
south acro-^s to liayou Pierre, thence down Bayou Pierre to place of be- 
ginning; provided, that all fences on the l)ack shall be mide hog proof. 

l*rovided further. That gate-* shall be kept and maint lined In good con- 
dition on the back of said plantations and in ail lanes. 
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Provided further, That all penalties a' existing under the present hog 
law of the parish are hereby declare! as penalty under ihls ordinanre 

Provided further. That all laws or parts of laws conflicting with the 
above are heeby repealed 

Section 1. That the .'Sheriff is prohibite ^. from dumping foecal matter 
within one-hnlf mile of the cjiporate limits of the city of Natchitoches 
under penalty of $1C .00 for each offence. 

HOQ LAW IN CAfll^TE. 

Section 1. That hogs, be not allowed to run at lar^e in the followlna: 
houndarie* in the town of Oanpte, viz: To start from the head of lane 
leading to Catholic church, between Miss Cast\v's and Ned Owen's places, 
thence acri»8s to Louis Lebrun thence to river front at Buckn»'r*s gate. 

See. 2. That any hogs caught in such limits be dealt with as prescrlb-^ 
ed by the hog laws of the pansh. 

SL.AUQHTER-HOUSES, ETC. 

Section 1. That all slaughter houses, privies, rendering houses and 
other houses of such character as may be prejudice to jniblic healtn now 
Ijcated on any ground or branch draining Into Bayou Jacko or west of 
the plant of water-works of the City of Natchitoches is tieieby ordered re- 
moved. 

Sec. 2. That it shall be unlawful for any person to construct any 
slaughter-house, pi ivy, rendering house, or anv other house of objection- 
aable ch'iracter or to 'lump any garbage or foecal matter on any ground or 
branch thai dr.uns Into Bayou Jairk.» west or nurth of the plant of the 
water-works of the (jitv of Naichitoches. 

St'C. 3 That any person who shall be found guilty of violating the 
wi hin ordinance, by court of competent jurUdiction, shall be fined a sum 
of not more iha i ooJ.OO or impris mment of not more than 30 days in the 
paiic'h jail, or both, at the discretion of said court. 

WARDS. 

The police jury shall have the right to sub-divide the parish into as many 
wards as they think proper; pro vi' led, the number does nat exceed ten, and 
provided same is d^ne ou petition from citizeas of the parish and it is made 
evident to the jury that same will be for the best intei*est of the parish at large.

Be it fun her, ordainei, TliU »*aid Board of Health, is hereby 
empowered to act in case of emergency in tht' matter of quarantine again-t 
infectious or cont.ijrious diseases, without waiting for^a meeting, or furth- 
er co-operation of the Police Jury.

That the quarantine established by the Parish Board of Hetilth on 
the 14th day of Sept . 1899, has the concurrence and co-operation of this 
Body. 

GLANDERS, FARCY, ETC. 

Whereas, by virtue of the provision of Aot No 147 of the Legislature of 
18-^4, the Police Juries of the different parishes of the State of Louisiana, 
are invested with authority to en ict and enfori*e ordinances and regula- 
tions for ihe suppression of glanders, farcy and other contagious diseases 
affecting live stock. 

Be it ordained by the Police Jury of the Parish of Natcnitoches acting 
as a live stock sanitary commission, that hereafter it shA\ be uniawfal for 
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any person or persons, orf6r any common carrier, to bring, send or intro^. t^ 

duce within the ii nils of suid Parlsb any live stoi^k afflicttjd with carbon, ^|^ 

g.anders. farcy or other contagious or infectious di-ease.-c" 

Sec 2. Any person vloliiing any of the provisions of th3 above ordin- 
ance shall b'^ d« eraed g«illtv of h misdemeanor and .-hall on loii^iL'tloo pay 
a line of not less than $25.00 nor more than $I00.00; recoverable before anv 
court of competfnt jurisdiction. 

That Dr I^eopold Kattie be and is here • 
by appomte-I veterinary surgeon for the Far.sh. 

S«*c. 4. Be it lU!ther ordained. That in default of pavment ot any of 
the abovi* sums mentioned as pentiliies. then the ueson failing to pay ^hall 
bH imprisoned in thf* parish jail for a period ut not exceeding sixty days 
at the discreiion of the court.
